WEST PALM BEACH — This 
season the Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission will have open to 
hunting nearly 344 million acres of 
land within Wildlife Management 
Areas. Of this total, 1 1-3 million 
acres lie within the 17 county area 
of the Central and Southern Flor- 
ida Flood Control District. 

In addition to a regular hunting 
license, a public hunt area permit 
is required for those desiring to 
hunt on most management areas, 
according to the Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission. 

The $5.00 public hunt permit, 
available from the ‘offices of the 
County Judges, is not required in 


the Everglades Management Area! 


in the FYood Control Discrict. 

. Five of the wildlife mansgement 
areas within the Flood Control 
District are in private ownership, 
these are Tomokka, Farmton in 
Volusia County, Holopaw in Osce- 
ola County, Okeechobee in the 
county of the same name, and 
Fisheating Creek in Glades Coun- 
ty. The Avon Park Wildlife Man-

continued above normal until re- 
cent weeks. The Caloosahatchee 
River has been regulated at full 
discharge since May except when 
reductions were necessary follow- 
ing several periods of particularly 
heavy rainfall on its own tributory 
area, St. Lucie Canal was opened 
to discharge on May 17 and con- 
tinued at partial capacity until 
June 21 when it was cut off follow- 
ing a short break in the rainfall 
pattern. The return of heavy rain- 
fall required resumption of © St. 
Lucie Canal discharges in mid-Au- 
gust. Starting with 2000 cubic feet 
a second, releases had to be in- 
creased as the“ rains continued, 
untig cubic feet a second flow 
was ched on September 9. Flow į 
has continued at about that rate 
until the complete cut-off .was 
made today. 

Army Engineers, in charge of 
lake, regulation, also stated that 
Caloosahatchee River discharge 
can probably be reduced during the 
coming week. If normal rainfall; 
conditions continue, complete cut- | 
6ff can be expected by about No- 
vember first. 

The Engineers emphasized that 
discharge cessation for both St. 
Lucie Canal and Caloosahatchee 
River is based on future normal or 
below normal rainfall. If heavy 
rains occur in the next few weeks, 
however, it may be necessary to re- | 
sume regulatory flow by way of; 
either or both outlets.
